1. The said Public Service Electric Company, Limited, is 
hereby granted, subject to the provisions of the Crown 
Lands’ Act, the right to the exclusive use of the waters of 
Heart’s Content stream, running into the harbor of Heart’s 
Content, and the waters of all streams tributory thereto, for 
the purposes of the development of electric energy fur the 
production of leht, heat and power for the period of fifty 
years fiom the date of the passing of this Act; provided that 
the Government or other body having charge of the affairs 
of any town within which the Company is carrying on ope- 
rations may at any time after the expiration of twenty years 
from the passing of this Act purchase the rights and fran-

third arbitrator shall, upon the application of either party . 
within one month after due notice to the other, be appointed

LENCY SIR WaLTER EpWArD DAVIDSON, 
K.C M.G., Governor of the Island of New- 
foundland and its Dependencies in Coun- 
cil, (hereinafter called “ the Government”) 
of the one part, and EDWARD Barry, of 
Summerside, Bay of Islands, (hereinafter 
called “the Contractor”) of the other 
part. 


Whereby, the Contractor covenants and agrees with the 
said Government for.the consideration hereinafter mentioned 
to provide and furnish a steamer to ply on Bay of Islands in 
manner and subject to the terms and conditions hereinafter 
set forth, as follows :— 


1.—The steamer for the said service shall have a carrying 
capacity of not less than 250 barrels under deck and_ shall 
have suitable cabin seating accommodation for fifteen pas- 
sengers, shall class 100 A. 1 at Lloyds, and shall have a 
speed of at least nine knots. 


2.—The cabin shall be furnished and titted in such a man- 
ner as to afford all comfort and accommodation to passengers 
and in accordance with the law relating to passengers on 
British steamers and to the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Trade. The said steamer shall be approved of by

3. The said steamer shall make weekly trips in each year 
from the opening of navigation to the close thereof, but not 
later than the thirty-first day of December in each year, 
The ports of call going and returning to be as follows;

tion of the entire profits or estimated profits in 
respect of the complete performance of the con- 
tract as shall be properly attributable to such 
accounting periods respectively, having regard 
to the extent to which the contract was per- 
formed in such periods. 


(e) Where an incorporated company conducts its busi- 


ness, whether under agreement or otherwise, in 
such manner as either directly or indirectly to 
benefit its shareholders or any of them or any 
persons directly or indirectly interested .in such 
company by selling its products or the goods and 
commodities in which it deals at less than the 
fair price which might be obtained therefor, the 
Minister may, for the purposes of this Act, de- 
termine the amount which shall be deemed to 
be the profits of such company for any account: 
ing period, and in determining such amount, the 
Minister shall have regard to the fair price 
which, but for any agreement, arrangement or

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understanding, might be or could have been ob- 
tained for such products, goods and commodities. 


(f) The dividends received from the stock of any incor- 
porated company which has paid a tax upon its 
profits, under the provisions of this Act, shall 
not be included when the profits of any business 
are being determined. 


(g) The amount of any tax paid by a person under the 
provisions of the Finance Act (No. 2), 1915, 
passed by the Parliameat of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland or under any 
legislation for raising revenue for the present 
war in force in India or any Colony or depen- 
dency of His Majesty, or in France, Russia, Italy, 
Belgium, Japan, Serbia, Montenegro, Portugal, 
the United States of America and any other 
country that may hereafter become an ally of 
His Majesty in the present war, or the Colonies 
or dependencies of any of these countries, in re- 
spect of any business liable to taxation here- 
under, shall be deducted from the amount of the 
tax that would otherwise be payable by such 
person under this Act. 


q. (a) If a taxpayer disputes the assessment made by 
the Minister under this Act such dispute shall be deter- 
mined by a Board of Arbitrators. The Minister shall ap- 
point one Arbitrator, the taxpayer another, and the two 
Arbitrators so appointed shall appoint a third or umpire ; 
and in the event of the taxpayer failing to appoint an Ar- 
bitrator after seven clear days’ notice so to do, then the 
Minister may apply to the Court or a Judge thereof, who 
shall, after due notice to the said taxpayer, appoint such 
Arbitrator, and the Arbitrators so appointed by the Minister 
and the Court shall thereupon appoint a third Arbitrator, 
and if the said two Arbitrators shall neglect or refuse to 
appoint such third Arbitrator, after seven clear days’ notice 
from the Government so to do, the Court or a Judge thereof 
shall on the application of the Minister appoint such third 
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Arbitrator, and thé award of such Board of Arbitrators or a 
majority of the Board, shall be final and binding between 
the parties ; 


(b) Every member of the Board shall take an oath of 
office in Form A. of ‘the Schedule to this Act 
before performing any duty under this Act All 
affidavits made in pursuance of this sub-section 
shall be filed with the Minister. 


8. (a) Every person liable to taxation under this Act 
shall, on or before the first day of February in each year, 
without any notice or demand, deliver in duplicate to the 
Minister a return in Form B. of the Schedule to this Act, 
cr in such other form as the Minister may prescribe, cover- 
ing each accounting period for which he is liable to taxation. 
In such return the tax-payer shall state an address in New- 
foundland to which all notices and other documents to be 
mailed or served under this Act may be mailed or sent. 


‘b) The return, in the case of a partnership, syndicate, 
association or other body, shall be made and 
signed by a member or officer having a personal 
knowledge of the affairs of such partnership, syn- 
dicate, association or other body, or, in the case 
of a corporaticn by ih) president, secretary, 
treasurer or chief agent. having a personal knowl- 
edge of the affairs of such corporation, or, in any 
case, by such other person or persons employed 
in the business liable, or in the opinion of the 
Minister, liable to taxation as the Minister may 
require. 


(c) The Minister may at any time enlarge the time for 
making any return.

(b) Any person making a false statement in any return Penalty for false 
or in any information required by the Minister, ane 
shall be liable on summary conviction toa penalty 
not exceeding ten thousand dollars or six months’ 
imprisonment, or to both fine and imprisonment. 


11. (a) The Minister shall, on or before the first day of Saad 
March in each year, or on or before such other date as he 
may in any case or cases prescribe, determine the several 
amounts payable for the tax and shall thereupon send, by 
registered mail, a notice of assessment, in such form as the 
Minister nay prescribe, to each taxpayer notifying him of 
the amount payable by him for the tax. The tax shall be 
paid each year within thirty days after the date of mailing 
of such notice. In default of payment, interest at the rate 
of ten per centum per annum shall be paid on such tax un- 
til the said tax and interest are paid. 


(6) The Minister shall not be bound by any return or * 
information supplied by or on behalf of a tax- 
payer, and notwithstanding such return or infor- 
mation, or if no return has been made, the Min- 
ister may determine the amount to be paid by 


any person for the tax.

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(c) Any person liable to pay the tax shall continue to 
be so liable for the period of three years from 
the time at which such tax would have been 
payable, and in case any person so lable shall 
fail to make a return as required by this Act, or 
shall make an incorrect or false return, and does 
not pay the tax in whole or in part, the Minis- 
ter may, at any time within the said three years, 
assess such person for the tax, or such portion 
thereof as he may be liable to pay. 


(d) The tax may be assessed on any person for the time 
being owning or carrying on the business or act- 
ing as agent for that person in carrying on the 
business, or where a business has ceased, on the 
person who owned or carried on the business or 
acted as agent in carrying on the business im- 
mediately before the time at which the business 
ceased, and where there has been a change of 
ownership of the business during an accounting 
period, the Minister may if he thinks fit, appor- 
tion the tax between the several owners. 


12. No person employed in the service of His Majesty 
shall communicate, or allow to be communicated to any per- 
son not legally entitled thereto, any information obtained 
under the provisions of this Act, or allow any such person 
to inspect or have access to any written statement furnished 
under the provisions of this Act. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be liable on summary 
conviction to a penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars, 
or to imprisonment for a period not exceeding three months, 
or to both. 


13. Any person objecting to the amount at which he is 
assessed. or as having been wrongfully assessed, may _per- 
sonally, or by his agent, within twenty days after the date 
of mailing of the notice of assessment, as provided in section 
eleven of this Act, give notice in writing to the Minister in 
Form C. of the Schedule to this Act that he considers him- 
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self aggrieved for either of the causes aforesaid, otherwise 
such person’s right to appeal shall cease, and the assessment

(3) A bill shall be deemed to be the same bill as a 
former bill sent up to the Legislative Council in 
the preceding session if, when it is sent up to 
the Legislative Council, it is identical with the 
former bill or contains only such alterations as 
are certified by the Speaker of the House of 
Assembly to be necessary owing to the time 
which has elapsed since the date of the former 
bill, or to represent any amendments which have 
been made by the Legislative Council in the 
former bill in the preceding session, and any 
amendments which are certified by the Speaker 
to have been made by the Legislative Council in 
the third session and agreed to by the House of 
Assembly, shall be inserted in the bill as pre-
